This win give owners of 
missing dogs an opportunity to 
check the pound day or night to 
determine if theU- dog has been 
impounded, Mllar said. 

New dog licensing fees are In 
effect as a result of the or- 
dinance revision, Costs have 
increased from |4 to $6 on 
female dogs If licensed In May, 
Juno or July, and from'f4 to $8 
on femaloA and from $3 to 14 on 
males. 

Mllar sold In tho event of a 



dog wltli license, tho dog cat- 
cher will notify tho owner. On 
those without license, tho, 
dtnUon tickots will htf pdsUtd 
and tho dog can bo reclaimed 
with payment of fees against it. 

Ttio ordinance requires dogs 
bo kept at the pound for 72 hours 
unless, In the opinion of the 
pound maBter, they are 111 with 
a contagious , disease or . are 
Injured and not Ukoly to 
recover. In these cases, they 
may bo destroyed bnmodlately. 
Milar said many stray dogs 
picked up are in poor condition 
and ill or Injured. 

Under the now ordinance, 
dogs may bo sold by Uie pound 
master btit revenue will go to 
tha city_clerk*5_offi(Mi,.

Individual determines his dog li 
impounded, ho must go to city 
hall and pay the clerk's office 
pound fees before returning to 
the pound to redeem his pet.

Some of the more dismal news to 
come out of the current struggle in 
, Southeast Asia In recent weeks 
concerns a relic of a former time, 

Angkor, ancient capitar.of the 
great Khmer empire, predftcessor 
of contemporary Cambodia, Isj" 
reported to have come under fire 
and been damaged.

12-Month Schools 



llie talk is starting again. Mr.- 
Spcctator has even heard it in Twin 
Falls and other areas of Magic 
Valley^ ..It's the suggestion that 
af hnnTs should be operated over 12- 
.K month periods. This idea used to bo 
met with q "ha-ha" but now it is 
getting serious. 

The reason that It is getting 
serious is' simple — economics. 
School budgets over tho nation 
(government statistics show) 
remain one of the fastest growing' 
areas of public expenditure. 

Taxpyors are qucstloniiig on a 
broaclor front, as they said, 
- whether their funds are being used 
efficiently. As public . school ex- 
penditures continue to ' rise, 
pressure for economic reform is 
ixiund to increase. The lime to look 
at alternatives is before,' not after, 
a school-funding crisis erupts. Ami 
such "eruptions", cotild well take 
place in Magic Valloy,. 

Unfortunately several 
widespread myths about a 12- 
month school system - have been 
erected which could <;loud the 
issue. Many teachers are an- 
. lagonistlc to the idea becaXise they 
fear it would mean longer hours at 
the same pay, or perhaps interfere 
with a continuing -edijcatlon on 
their own part. " . 

Many parents, object to the Idea 
* because they fear it would prohibit 
the family from taking vacations 
ti^ther, or' because they are 
accuitodied to the summer 



together' or for a number of other 
reasons. 

None of these are necessary , 
consequences. Tho basic prcmiae 
beliind the idea is to find a way of 
more efficiently utilizing a major 
capital investment. No industry or 
comthok'clal ontorprlso could 
operate for long if it used its capital 
facilities for only a few hours a day, 
4 weeks or leas out of the year. 

Mo^t estimates project at least a 
25 percent increase In the number 
of pupils who could bo taught In a 
school building employed on a 
year-around basis, 

Under a four-quarter system, 
one-fourth of Uio pupils would bo on 
vacation at any given time, with 
vacations staggered over the year, 

Teachers isimilarly could be 
B<ihcduled on a staggered basis. 
Nor Is the four-quarter concept tho 
only one available. 

With major districts now 
soriously.considerlngtho 12-month 
concept, the Idea Is moving from 
conjecture to practical hpplldatlon. 

It is an idea Whoso time for some 
school disb-lcis may be' rapidly 
approaching. Some of these might 
just be in Idaho..

For one tiling, it is bnpoaslblo 
to avoid cholesterol entirely, 
because the body will 
mnnufn'^turo cholesterol from 
whatever wo eat — whothor it 
contains cholesterol to start 
wiUi or not. Some cholesterol Is 
a necessity. 

For anoUior, cholostcrol alone 
certainly is not entirely 
rosponsJbJo for Jiardonlng of tJio 
artorloa. Otlior factors aro 
Involved, HQ why fix all Uio 
attention on tlint and ignore Uio 
otliorfl? 

I agree Uint a modorato 
amount pf caro In. choice of our
